We reprint from the Republican of 
last evening the following very sensi­ 
ble editorial on a matter which is now 
absorbing the attention of our citi­ 
zens—the affairs of T e m p l e & W o r k ­ 
m a n ’s bank. The editor of the Jtrpub- 
licrtn has had large experience in the 
banking business, and he is enabled 
thualy to writeunderstandingly on the 
subject: 
W e do not de3ire to create a panic, 
but it is undoubtedly true that Messrs. 
Spence and Freeman find Temple & 
W orkman’s books in terrible confu­ 
sion. For two weeks they have been 
busy investigating the affairs of the 
bank and have had experts at work 
and the deeper they get into the busi­ 
ness tbe more glaring does the incom­ 
petency or criminal carelessness be­ 
come. The General Ledger has not 
been written lip for three years and 
when the assignees first commenced 
their researches an appurent discrepan­ 
cy of three hundred thousand dollars 
was laid bare, but most of this has 
since been explained as errors in book­ 
keeping. 
There were apparent over­ 
drafts of upwards of two hundred 
thousand dollars,but one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand of this is in 
Cerro Gordo and San Jacinto ac­ 
counts. The Baldwin mortgnge was 
for three hundred and ten thousand 
dollars yet Temple & Workman's 
books showed only an account with 
two hundred and fifty thousand. 
But 
then in tho free and easy style of 
book-keeping adopted in tills bank a 
little item of sixty thousand dollars is 
a matter of no account. So in every 
department of this bank the books 
and accounts are in such a condition 
that explanations are in order, but 
there are so many ugly features re­ 
quiring a little light that it is about 
time a full statement of this damning 
financial record be published for the 
enlightenment of creditors of the bank 
and the public at large. 
W e under­ 
stand that the assignees are getting 
heartily sick of their work, as the 
secret 
history 
of 
the 
bank 
is 
being 
exposed, 
and 
the 
pros­ 
pect 
of 
a 
very 
unsatisfactory 
statement becomes apparent. They 
even think seriously of resigning, not 
desiring to be held responsible by pub­ 
lic opinion for the hazy financial sheet 
that they will be forced to present to 
the creditors. 
We 
earnestly urge 
Messrs. Spence aud Freeman to con­ 
tinue the good work of unraveling this 
mysterious system of banking. Jus­ 
tice to the creditors óf the bank de­ 
mands th at the 
assignees employ 
careful bookkeepers and have the 
books rewritten from the commence­ 
ment ofTemple & W orkman’s busi­ 
ness until the present time. 
Examine 
not only tlie general accounts of de­ 
positors, but have the bills receivable, 
the certificate and exchange accounts 
scanned closely. 
A bank which has 
done such a large business should 
show a large profit on discounts of 
greenbacks and bills receivable and it 
will be easy to ascertain whether the 
proper credits were made, by examin­ 
ing flie cash memorandums for tbe 
amount bought aud the probable prof­ 
it on greenbacks, aud the bills receiv­ 
able register for the discount on notes 
shaved. The assignees should exam­ 
ine the overdrafts to see if interest has 
been charged regularly on the accounts 
and the amount duly credited to dis­ 
count and interest. The interest ac­ 
count should becaretuliy investigated 
so that any improper debit to that ac­ 
count may be detected. The corres­ 
pondents of the bank should be writ­ 
ten to for the purpose of ascertaining 
if any discrepancy ever existed "be­ 
tween their accounts and the books of 
Temple & Workman. This kind of an 
investigation is demanded, not only 
by tlie creditors, but by the friends of 
Temple & Workman. The apparent 
profits of Temple & Workman should 
show largely on tlie books; though 
they may be actually represented in 
unfortunate overdrafts or bills receiv­ 
able of a doubtful tenor. The best in­ 
terests of these misguided Bankers 
will he conserved 
by ascertaining 
where these profits went, whether tlie 
bills receivable and overdrafts include 
the regular interest and whether the 
liabilities are all genuine or whether 
a watering process 1ms been adopted. 
We hear that the statement will fill 
two ordinary sized newspapers and 
will probably be filed next Monday. 
That it will i»e a poor showing there is 
no doubt, but the public demand that 
tlie assignees make the statement a 
full exposé of the hank’s mode of do­ 
ing business, the facts in regard to the 
overdrafts, the bills leceivable aud the 
other assets. Tlie endorsers on tlie 
notes should be published, as well as 
any collaterals for overdrafts; in short, 
it should bea complete exhibit of the 
assets as well as liabilities. 
When 
this made the public will draw its con­ 
clusion quickly, and public opinion 
will pick out the real culprit and say, 
“ Thou art the m an.”

It is a subject of profound regret to

generous disposition. The poor and 
needy never applied to Mr. T e m p l e in 
vain. His purse was always open to 
the calls of charity. There are hun­ 
dreds of men and families in this val­ 
ley who remember him as their friend 
in need, and not a few of these have 
abundant reason to thank him for as­ 
sistance at a time when hut for him 
they would have suffered themselves, 
and been powerless to alleviate the 
suffering of those near and dear to 
them.

selves w ith nearly’ $100,000, gold coin. 
If lliis is true hero is the proof of our 
statement that Mr. T e m pl e is a vic­ 
tim to the culpable mismanagement 
of those whom he employed to con­ 
duct his business. If but $.100,000 can 
be collected out of the $750,000 there 
is a squandering of $450,000; add to 
this the $100,000 charged to two of the 
employees and we see what lias be­ 
come of $550,000 of the bank's funds. 
It is also stated that the best of the 
assetsare tied up as collateral security 
for\noney advanced by banks in San 
Francisco. For further information 
we refer the reader to an article from 
the Republican which we reprint this 
morning.

Los Angeles Porpoises. 


We see it stated that at an “infor­ 
mal” meeting held iu this city a few 
evenings since two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars were subscribed to­ 
wards establishing a new steamship 
line between Santa Monica aud San 
Francisco. It is also announced from 
an unreliable source that Mr. E. J. 
B a ld w in took seventy-five thousand 
dollars worth of stock iu the new ven­ 
ture. We have not the slightest no­ 
tion that this is true, but if it should 
chance to be so it will prove a specula­ 
tion that will detract somewhat from 
Mr. 
B a l d w in’s 
soubriquet 
of 
“Lucky.” 
We rarely find a business 
man wasting his money for (lie sole 
purpose of seeing some other business 
man lose his. We have the assurance 
of Goola ll, N elson & P e r k in s that 
there is not sufficient business to pay 
the expenses of two lines of steamers, 
and we presume they will satisfy all 
interested parties of the truth of their 
statement by an examination of their 
books. W ith this light on thesubject 
we are mistaken in the business tact 
of Mr. B a ld w in if he iuvests seventy- 
five thousand dollars in an enterprise 
that cannot but prove a losing specu­ 
lation. Another proof that this pro­ 
posed opposition line of steamers is all 
wind and blow is found in the fact that 
no steamers suitable for the service 
can be purchased on this coast. They 
must be built or purchased in the East 
and sent around the Horn or over tiie 
railroad that Senator J ones and the 
patriotic, self-sacrificing, little band 
of capitalists presided over by Col. 
W a r n e r, are going to build when our 
people subscribe $000,000 to its stock. 
We advise shippers and travelers not 
to wait over six months for an oppor­ 
tunity to patronize this new fine. The 
capital of the new company is all in 
the ink pot of the Express, and like 
other big schemes of ourcoteiuporary, 
it will only thrive when bombast will 
pass for energy and a torrent of frothy 
words will have equal value with a 
stream of twenty dollar pieces. We 
can point out thirty men in this city 
who can out blow all the porpoises in 
the Pacific ocean, and if first-class 
steamships were selling for ten cents 
apiece, the combined fortunes of the 
eloquent squad would not purchase a 
life-preserver. The number of enter­ 
prises these gentlemen have carried out 
on paper cannot be enumerated, while 
those that have been carried out, in 
fact, are 0. 
Night Dispatches. 


E A S T E R N NEW S. 


I'oujcnnlitniil. 
W a sh in g to n, Jan. 2s.—’The House 
to-day indulged in one of those excit­ 
ing personal altercations, which have 
been of such frequent occurrence of 
late years, and which is not atall cred­ 
itable to the House as a body, or to ¡Is 
members immediately participating. 
The Military Academy Bill was un­ 
der consideration and clause relating 
to pay of Cadets, gave rise to earnest 
discussions on the subject of Economy 
and Retrenchment. 
Mr. Cox made some strictures upon 
thecourseof the Republicans which 
were not relished by gentlemen of 
that party, and Mr.' Hale of Maine 
stepped to the front as its champion, 
and made an effort to show that in 
spite of boasted economy the Demo­ 
crats, especially those from the South, 
ban already piled up a mountain of 
bills, compensations for all manner of 
property handled by Federal troops 
during the late war. 
In the course of 
his remarks he told Mr. Cox that lie, 
Mr. Cox, would be voting for these 
bills when his master ordered him to 
do so. 
Mr. Cox trieil to get the lloor imme­ 
diately to reply, nut it was yielded to 
others, and the New York member 
was so nettled that lie accused the 
Chair of unfairness, but subsequently 
apologized for (lie remark. When lie 
finally succeeded in getting the floor 
lie inquired of Mr. Hale what lie 
meant, when the latter replied that 
Cox would obey the domineering in­ 
fluence of his party, meaning South­ 
ern members. To that Cox replied 
that it remained to be seen. It was a 
matter for the future to determine how 
far lie would becontrolied by any mas­ 
ters, aud wound up with the remark 
that Mr. Halo had been known as 
“Blaine’s little bub.” Many iu the 
galleries and on the floor understood 
him to say “pup,” and among them 
Mr. Garfield, who at once called 
him to order, and demanded that 
the words should fie taken back. 
The greatest excitement at once pre­ 
vailed, members on botli sides spring­ 
ing to their feet and the Chairman 
pounded with his gavel bard enougli 
to nearly break the desk, while amid 
it all, Mr. Cox and Mr. Hale were vo­ 
ciferating and gesticulating at each 
other, the latter contenting himself 
for the time being by hurling at Mr. 
C oxthenam eof “ Shoo Fly,” which 
was bestowed upon him by Gen. But­ 
ler, a few years ago. Order was finally 
restored, and it was ascertained that 
Mr. Cox had said "Bub,” and not 
“ Purp.” Mr. Cox expressed willing­ 
ness to withdraw the offensive remark. 
The troubled waters were thus partial­ 
ly calmed,nevertheless Mr. Cox did not 
neglect the opportunity iii his subse­ 
quent remarks to give Mr. Hall some 
sly raps on account of an alleged in­ 
consistency In refusing to vote for the 
Centennial bill last year and voting 
for it this year, which Mr. Hall subse­ 
quently explained satisfactorily.
